OnsERVATIONS.—The results of the working of the canals in the North- 
Western Provinces, as recorded in the Report under review, are still more 
favorable than those for the previous year, In 1882-83 the surplus from the 
revenue assessed was Rs. 18,05,044, but in 1883-84 the clear profits from the 
assessments, after deducting the charges for maintenance and interest on outlay 
for Productive Public Works, amounted to Rs. 25,73,133.
